ROME INVADES THE UNITED 
STATES SENATE. 
Governor Flower has signed the 


Freedom of Worship” bill that virtually 
gives Roman Catholic priests control of 
every charitable, benevolent, and reform- 


by atory institution in the State of New 


York that is supported even in part by 
public money. The reason assigned for 
the necessity of such a law is that as a 
majority of the inmates of those institu 
tions are Roman Catholic the priests 
should have charge of them. The pow- 
er of Rome in this State is now supreme. 
It only remains for that Church to grasp 
the National Government. 

The day of the supremacy of the Ron- 
an Catholic Church in this country is not 
so far distant as it may seem to some 
easy-going citizens, For the first time 
in the history of the United States the 
services for the dead prescribed by the 
ritual of the Roman Catholic Church 
were performed in the Senate Chamber 
on May 16th at the funeral of the late 
Senator John S. Barbour, of Virginia. It 
was conducted by Bishop Keene, rector 
of the Catholic University, and by a 
number of priests. Not only was such 
a service performed for the first time in 
the Senate Chamber, but it is also nota 


ble from the fact that the dead 
senator was not a member of 
the Roman Catholic Church. 


Bishop Keene in his funeral oration said 
that in view of the fact that the late Mrs, 
Barbour was a Catholic the Senator's 
family requested that the prayers of the 
Church be read for him, aud this request 
was granted, 

The clerk’s desk in the Senate Chani- 
ber was used as an altar, with a big cru- 
cifix, lighted candles, etc, and holy 
water and incense were freely used as in 
a Roman Catholic Church, There were 
present all the senators, congressmen, 
the justices of the Supreme Court, in 
their black silk gowns, and the Presi:

STATES SENATE. 

Governor Flower has signed 
"Freedom of Worship” bill that virtually 
gives Roman Catholic priests control of 
every charitable, benevolent, and reform- 
atory institution in the State of New 
York that is supported even in part by 
public money. The reason assigned for 
the necessity of such a law is that as a 
majority of the inmates of those institu. 
tions are Roman Catholic the priests 
should have charge of them. The pow- 
er of Rome in this State is now supreme. 
It only remains for that Church to grasp 
the National Government. 

The day of the supremacy of the Rom- 
an Catholic Church in this country is not 
so far distant as it may seem to some 
easy-going citizens. For the first time 
in the history of the United States the 
services for the dead prescribed by the 
ritual of the Roman Catholic Church 
were performed in the Senate Chamber 
on May 16th at the funeral of the late 
Senator Jobn S. Barbour, of Virginia. It 
was conducted by Bishop Keene, rector 
of the Catholic University, and by a 
number of priests. Not only was such 
a service performed for the first time in 
the Senate Chamber, but it is also nota-

Persons who are called insane are invalids in 
two directions. They are notia harmony phy- 
sically or mentaily,and should be treated as 
invalids, and with ths kindest and tenderest 
care, 

The Insane Asylum is the worst place in 
which such can be placed, because the insane 
element prevails there, and is often Increased 
instead of lessened in those who are affiicted 
io lesser degrees. Insane persons should be 
placed as widely apart as possible, and be sur- 
rounded by vigorous and healthy minds. 

We are all depeudent to a great extent upon 
those by whom we are surrounded. Every 
person with whom wecome In contact has the 
effect to injure or elevate. We should study 
and become conversant with the subtle laws of 
psychic or hypnotic influences, which alone 
can qualify us to distil the magnetic forces and 
enable ua to appropriate the good, and protect 
ourselves from the bad. 

Josanity is produced by various causes. 
Some are insane through pre-natal causes; 
someare effected by other minds, still in the 
body; some are influenced by disembodied 
spirits, and are said to be obsessed.
